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FIGHTING MANPOWER 
BY MAJ. GEN. LEWIS B. HERSHEY, USA 
Director of Selective Service 
HEN Pearl Harbor was attacked 
on 7 December 1941, this nation 
found itself face to face with the greatest 
manpower problem in the world’s history. 

Here was a nation with an Army of 
about one million men plunged suddenly 
into a global war against two nations on 
opposite sides of the world, each with a 
massive military machine, trained and 
equipped for action. 

Even though the rest of the world had 
been at war for more than two years, 
such preparation as we had made was 
largely defensive. Our Army, composed 
for the most part of National Guard units 
and men recruited through the Selective 
Service System which had been in opera- 
tion for little more than a year, was to- 
tally inadequate. 

Our industries were producing war 
goods in large quantities, but the bulk of 
them were going to Britain and Russia. 
Our merchant fleet was small. 

It was fortunate for us that the ma- 
chinery for raising an Army and Navy 
Was in operation, and our industry 
tooled for the production of war mate- 
rials. At least we had.a start toward 
prosecuting a total war that extended to 
every part of the globe. 

The task of selecting millions of men 
for the Army and Navy was no easy one. 
Ten to twelve million physically-fit young 
men must be recruited and trained, but 
at the same time this drain upon the na- 
tion’s manpower must not be permitted to 
work a hardship upon industry and ag- 
riculture, both of which must keep pro- 
duction at unprecedented levels in order 
to supply the munitions, food and other 
commodities necessary to supply our own 
needs and those of our Allies as well. 

This, then, was the problem of Selec- 
tive Service. It must furnish the men re- 
quired for the armed forces, but it must 
at the same time so regulate its calls as 
to assure industry and agriculture the 
manpower needed to maintain maximum 
production. 

Theoretically, the maintenance of a 
balance between Army and Navy and the 
home front was comparatively easy. In 
practice, it was not so simple. This or 
that industry, this or that group of work- 
ers, saw its efficiency seriously impaired, 
its activities seriously curtailed, by in- 
duction of men from its ranks. Defer- 
Ment policies of Selective Service could 
not be made to suit everyone. 

But Selective Service faced the issue 
squarely. It set up deferment policies 
which, insofar as was humanly possible, 
gave maximum consideration to every 
class of essential worker. These policies, 
though modified from time to time to 
meet changing conditions, stood the test. 

The record of Selective Service in ful- 
filling its mission speaks eloquently for 
itself. Largely with men selected and 
delivered to the Army and Navy by the 
Selective Service System, we raised and 
trained the finest, largest and best-trained 
Army and Navy in the history of the 
World, at the same time distributing our

Pay Study Nears Completion 


The Interdepartmental Pay Board has 
virtually completed its studies of the pay 
situation as based upon increased living 
costs and after a final meeting, probably 
to be held late this week, will submit its 
findings to the Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

Compilation of living cost data has 
been completed and it is understood that 
the Board is at present engaged in the 
drafting of tentative legislation to accom- 
pany its report. 

The two Secretaries are to submit joint 
recommendations by 3 Jan. after receiv- 
ing the Board’s findings. 

It is expected that at approximately 
the same time the findings of another 
Board regarding retirement pay will be 
submitted to Congress.

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Bureau Chief Bill Vetoed 

Proposal to give to chiefs of naval 
bureaus the rank of vice admiral and to 
assistant chiefs of naval bureaus the rank 
of rear admiral met White House op- 
position this week as President Truman 
returned to the House of Representatives 
“without my approval” H.R. 1862. 

In returning the measure to the Lower 
House the President said that enactment 
would extend preferential rank and re- 
tirement benefits to a particular group in 
one of the branches of our armed forces, 
and would not take into account the mat- 
ter of rank and other benefits for per- 
sonnel holdiig comparable assignments 
within the other branches. 

The President described the proposed 
legislation as “piecemeal” and added that 
the time has arrived when we must con- 
sider all branches of our armed forces in 
the enactment of laws governing rank 
promotion, and other privileges and bene- 
fits and conditions of service. The Chief 
Executive pointed out that the matter of 
increased permanent rank for chiefs of

Congress Reacts To 
President’s Message 


To a Congress cleanly riven on the is- 
sue, President Truman sent a special 
message this week presenting in broad 
outline his plan to accomplish the merger 
of the Services. In the Senate, the Mes- 
sage was referred to the Military Com- 
mittee, which as part of the hearings it 
will continue to hold, has invited a debate 
on the subject next month between a rep- 
resentative selected by the Army and a 
representative selected by the Navy. In 
the House, both the Military and Naval 
Committees were by-passed by the refer- 
ence of the Message to the Committee on 
Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments. The Chairman of this Committee, 
Representative Monasco, of Alabama, a 
lawyer, who claims he has an “open mind” 
on this important matter, announces that 
he and his colleagues will hold hearings 
the last of January on the four bills pro- 
viding for unification already introduced 
in the House and on the Bill implementing 
the President’s Message which has yet to 
be drafted. 

Thus the Congress proposes to disre- 
gard the advice of the President that 
“further studies of the general problem 
would serve no useful purpose.” Which 
means that a leng and bitter struggle is 
in prospect not only involving the Servy- 
ices—Fleet Admiral Nimitz has clamped 
down on Navy discussion of the subject 
save before Congress—but the kind of re- 
organization Congress itself is to undergo. 


Merge Committees 

Clearly if there should be a Depart- 
ment of National Defense as the President 
has urged, the Military and Naval Com- 
mittees of the two Houses would be sup- 
planted by a National Defense Commit- 
tee, and assignments politically valuable 
to members having Army posts and Navy 
yards in their states and districts, would 
be severely limited. The Military and 
Naval Subcommittees of the Appropria- 
tions Committees likewise would be abol- 
ished, which would not appeal to those 
members who also are interested in the 
Military and Naval installations in their 
localities. The President is said to recog- 
nize the current Congressional organiza- 
tion as an obstacle in the way of the 
adoption of his recommendation, but he 
is encouraged by the consideration the 
National Legislature is giving the matter 
of stream-lining, especially to the gro- 
posal of the LaFollette Committee which 
studied the subject, for a single Commit- 
tee which should take over the functions 
of the Military and Naval Committees. 
Summing up the situation, it would seem 
that the President’s merger plan, tied up 
as it is with the matter of Congressional 
reorganization and with the strong oppo- 
sition that has developed to his recom- 
mendation for universal military training, 
cannot certainly, without drastic changes, 
pass Congress before 30 June next, when, 
as Mr. Truman stated, the War Powers 
Act will expire and the Army and Navy 
then will revert to their pre-war reorgan- 
izational status, which he holds would 
be a grievous mistake. The President 
sought extension of the War Powers Act 
for a year, but both Houses cut this pe-

(Continued from First Page) 
riod in half. With the Bureaus back in 
power, as they will be after the current 
fiscal year, it is realized that even greater 
difficulty will be presented to the enact- 
ment of the President’s plan than is now 
the case. 


Proposal Differs From Army 

The proposal the President has made 
differs in many important respects from 
the .Army plan, makes concessions to 
ameliorate Navy opposition and, in gen- 
eral, deals with the subject along the lines 
of the report and investigation made by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff a year ago while 
the war was in progress. There is reason 
to believe that in drafting his Message 
the President relied heavily upon General 
of the Army Marshall. Yet the Message 
contains ideas not hitherto publicly ad- 
vanced, such, for example, as an Under 
Secretary as well as a Secretary, who 
would stand between his Chief and the 
President and the three Assistant Secre- 
taries for Army, Navy and Air, who are 
expected to be partisans of their respec- 
tive organizations. 

By this scheme, interservice differences 
could be carried up to the top department 
level, and there decided, and the Secre- 
tary, who would be a Cabinet Member, 
and the Under Secretary, would relieve 
the President of bothersome questions, 
and, further, civilian domination of the 
Armed Forces would be assured. 

Rotate Chief of Staff 

Then the President proposes a Chief of 
Staff for the National Department, who 
would be rotated every two or three 
years among the Services. In proposing 
this rotation, the President is said to have 
had in mind conciliation of the Navy, and 
the Marine Corps (from the latter’s ranks 
might be selected a Chief of Staff). To 
his limitation on length of service of the 
Chief of Staff he made reservations, one 
for the period of evolution of the Uni- 
fied Departments; a second a time of war 
emergency declared by Congress, and a 
third, to be followed whenever practica- 
ble and advisable. It is evident that in 
case of a land operation, an Admiral 
would be far more unequipped than a 
General, in a sea operation a General 
would be less fit than an Admiral, and 
neither would be as effective for air di- 
rection as an Air officer. The President 
also proposed Commanding Officers for 
each branch, which recalls the pre-war 
Army organization with the Infantry, 
Cavalry, Artillery and Air, each with its 
chief. Agreeable to Air sentiment, the 
Air Force would be given parity with the 
Ground Forces and the Navy, and in line 
with Navy wishes, the President favored 
its retention of carrier, ship and water- 
based aviation, which would seem to ex- 
clude that group from the control of the 
over-all Air Branch. This may, or may 
not, mean also exclusion of the Army’s 
Air Force from that branch, and leave 
the branch only in control of Strategic 
Air, although Navy land and the Army’s 
force might also be subject to it. On this 
point the President’s Message is vague. 
The Marine Corps is to remain in the 
Navy and under Navy Administration. Be- 
cause of his service as Chairman of the 
Senate Truman Investigating Committee, 
the President is precise in his business 
recommendations, especially those relat- 
ing to the abolition of overlapping in sup- 
ply and service functions, for the integra- 
tion of intelligence, and for the unifica- 





tion of research and development pro- 
grams. 
Other Features 

This brief summary does nat reveal all 
of the revolutionary features of the Presi- 
dent’s plan. He wants consistency in per- 
sonnel policies, and points out the differ- 
ent methods applied in promotion, in 
ways of selecting officers, in the utiliza- 
tion of reserve officers, in awards and 
decorations, in allowances, and in point 
system for discharge. How the matter 
of promotion is to be synchronized in 
view of the customs and habits of the 
Services, the disparities and inequities 
that even exist in each, the establishment 
of like standards in view of the different 
character of duty, ground, sea and air, 
is something that will require thorough 
study, and whatever solution may be 
reached is certain to develop heartburns. 
Required also will be as the President 
points out, new viewpoints, new doctrine, 
and new habits of thinking. It is his 
judgment that with the principle he has 
advocated in being, the Services them- 
selves and experience, will effect the uni- 
fication which he regards as so essential 
to the Nation’s security in this day when 
we must be instantly ready to defend 
ourselves, when technological develop- 
ments have made the Armed Services 
much more dependent upon each other 
than ever before, and when coordination 
in operations is the prime requirement of 
modern warfare. 


Muzzled Expression 

Sharp Service and press criticism has 
followed the order of Admiral Nimitz, 
which places a muzzle upon Naval dis- 
cussion of the Truman plan. Presumably 
the Army will be allowed to express its 
views freely : at least Secretary Patterson 
has not issued any directive on this 
score. However, it is limited by the Presi- 
dent’s recent suggestion that after he had 
sent his message to Congress he expected 
the Services to be with him in the same 
boat. Of course, this is a pious hope. 
Though they may be denied the privilege 
of public utterance, officers and men of 
the Services will not refrain from talking 
privately. 

President Truman said at his press 
conference 20 Dec. that he had no in- 
tention of trying to muzzle the Navy or 
anyone else in his merger message. 

In time of war it is frequently ad- 
visable to impose censorship, since open 
discussion might reveal information of 
value to the enemy. It is contended that 
as the President has not yet proclaimed 
the end of the war and will not do so 
until the expiration of the War Powers 
Act on June 30 next, we continue in a 
state of hostilities, and, consequently 
that members of the Service therefore 
are inhibited from freely speaking their 
minds. This is answered on the ground 
that our enemies have surrendered, and 
that while a state of peace is not of- 
ficially acknowledged the fact is that it 
exists. This being so, it is pointed out 
that certainly the Navy, with its 
magnificent war record, which is starred 
by joint operations, is entitled to the con- 
stitutional right to acquaint the public 
with its views on the important question 
of its future status and the kind of rela- 
tions it is to have with the Army and the 
Air Forces. It is not necessary, of course, 
for any statements made to be abusive, 
but at least congressmen contend they 
should be frank and there should be en- 
couragement for their issuance. Only 
through full and complete information it 





is claimed can the Congress enact and 
the country feel confidence in the legis- 
lation that will determine whether or 
not it shall have a defense superior to 
that based upon separate service organ- 
ization. 


Congressional Reaction Instant 

Reaction to the President’s message on 
the unification question was instant and 
varied. Most vigorous expression came 
from Representative Carl Vinson, Chair- 
man of the House Naval Committee who 
declared that if the recommendation to 
congress were enacted into law, it would 
be tantamount to scrapping the Navy. 

Senator Thomas, Utah, Chairman of the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee, how- 
ever, declared that the message sup- 
ported completely his own thoughts on 
the unification problem. Senator Walsh 
of Massachusetts, Chairman of the 
powerful Naval Affairs Committee, with- 
held comment until he has had time to 
give the matter further study. 

Complete texts of Congressional state- 
ments on the President’s message are as 
follows: 

Carl Vinson, Chairman House Naval Com- 
mittee: “The President's recommendation to 
Congress contained in his message today if 
enacted into law, will be tantamount to 
scrapping the Navy. 

“And, further, it would consummate the 
greatest consolidation of military power in 
the world today in the hands of one man— 
a man not responsible to the electorate or 
Congress—a Military Chief of Staff of the 
combined forces that includes the National 
Guard of the Sovereign States. 

“This plan has deeper implication than the 
lumping under one man’s command all of 
our Military Forces. To this Military au- 
tocracy, the President binds the enactment of 
universal military training. 

“The hand of this supreme chief of staff 
would be on the latch string of every home 
in the nation and, by his control of the 
largest item in the national budget, it would 
rest also on every purse string. His author- 
ity would not only extend to every ship, every 
field-piece and every airplane in the nation's 
service, but to every able-bodied young man 
in the United States. 

“This scheme, urged upon us today is so 
completely a violation of the fundamentals of 
representative, responsible, civil government 
that I am truly appalled at all its implica- 
tions. 

“The history of the recent past is too vivid 
in my mind to inspire a gentle estimate of a 
plan that embodies all the aspects of mili- 
tarism we fought to destroy in 1917 and in 
the last four years. ‘General Staff—Supreme 
Chief of Staff—Conscription.’ The very 
phraseology of the scheme smacks of the Ger- 
many of the Kaiser and of Hitler, of Japa- 
nese militarism. 

“I know the American people will never 
knowingly approve of anything resembling 
a military dictatorship. I also know that 
military dictatorships are never sold to a 
people under that name. They come in dif- 
ferent packages with delightfully misleading 
labels advertising the contents as ‘efficiency’ 
and ‘economy’ but the poison within is al- 
ways the same. 

“I repeat it would practically scrap the 
Navy. It is no pattern at all, for the Presi- 
dent and the War Department General Staff 
both assert that the merger must come first, 
the details can be worked out later. It is an 
Alice-in-Wonderland philosophy of ‘verdict 
first, trial afterward.’ It is a frightening 
manifestation of military power-politics 
which we would view with suspicion and dis- 
may if it were introduced in any of our sister 
democracies. Its arbitrary injection into eur 
own body politic, already suffering from post- 
war troubles both internal and external is 
shocking to me. 

“The President’s description of some of the 
problems of supply and service fit only the 
Army approach. I am surprised at some of 
his conclusions which would have been en- 
tirely different if the procedures and methods 





used by the Navy had been considered by his 
advisers. His many conclusions as to ef- 
ficient methods of handling systems of sup- 
ply cannot be supported. I appreciate the 
fact that he has adopted many of the state- 
ments of General Somervell as to supply 
methods and procedures. I have never thought 
such methods were particularly economical 
or efficient and General Somervell, in his re- 
cent testimony, was not able to support his 
conclusions with facts. The same defect is 
inherent in the President’s message. 

“The President insists that the national 
security is at stake. I agree with him—it 
very definitely is at stake. But to my way 
of thinking, national security means security 
at home from regimentation and military ag- 
grandizement, from concentration of power 
leading to those ends. 

“If the burdens of watching over our na- 
tional security establishment are too much 
for the President as Commander in Chief— 
end that is the suggestion in the President's 
message—I prefer an elected, rather than an 
appointed Deputy Commander in Chief. I am 
unwilling to risk the future of this country 
without some voice in the selection of the man 
to make the decisions.” 

Seuator Thomas, Utah, Chairman, Senate 
Military Committee: “The President’s mes- 
sage supports completely what was in my 
mind when I wrote the Secretary of War to 
please begin a study of such a merger.” 

Senator Johnson, Colo.: “I am anxious that 
the Air Force be not subordinated to either 
the Army or Navy. Therefore I am whole 
heartedly in accord with the President’s posi- 
tion.” 

Representative Sparkman, Ala., of the 
House Military Committee, expressed him- 
self as approving the message, and added that 
he expects the universal military training part 
of the message will be reflected in a bill to be 
introduced when Congress convenes in Janu- 
ary, the bill to embody merver as it reflects 
an attempt “to subordinate the Navy—the 
most important branch of the services.” 

Representative Thomason, Tex., a member 
of the House Military Committee, declared his 
approval of the message.

Adm. Nimitz Takes Over 


“T have just taken on a great responsi- 
bility. I will do my utmost to meet it.” 
With these words Fleet Admiral Chester 
W. Nimitz, USN, accepted his new post 
as Chief of Naval Operations, relieving 
Fleet Admiral Ernest J. King, USN. 

Admiral Nimitz’ statement was made 
immediately after announcement by the 
Navy Departent that he had formally re 
lieved Admiral King as Chief of Naval 
Operations. 

At the same time Admiral King issued 
a statement in which he tendered his 
thanks to all hands of the Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard “for the coopera 
tion and team work which made unity 
of effort the reality without which the 
war certainly could not have been won.” 

Commenting upon the change of com 
mand, Secretary of Navy James For 
restal said that he could find no better 
language than the translation of the 
Latin inscription which accompanied the 
Degree of Doctor of Laws given him bY 
Harvard University six months ago, i0 
describing the work of Admiral King 
This translation reads as follows: “A 
strategist, unshaken by adversity, de 
termined organizer of final victory; We 
honor his brilliant leadership of our Nav¥ 
and pay tribute to the fighting men whom 
he commands.”

Adm. King’s Report 
(Following is a continuation from last 
week’s ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of the 
text of the report of Fleet Admiral Ernest 
J. King): 


Joint Operations in the Philippines and 
Borneo 


The situation in the Philippines on 1 March 
1945 found United States forces controlling 
al] of Leyte and Mindoro, most of Samar ex- 
cept a small area in the north, the central 
part of Luzon from Lingayen Gulf to Manila 
and certain areas to the south. Isolated re- 
sistance was stil] encountered within a few 
buildings in Manila and islands in the bay. 
Guerillas controlled substantial areas of the 
Visayan Islands and Mindanao. Landings 
had been made on 28 February at Puerto 
Princesa on the east coast of Palawan with 
practically no opposition. Contro] was quick- 
ly extended over adjacent territory, provid- 
ing airfields from which enemy sea traffic 
in waters to the westward and southward 
could be observed and attacked. Japanese con- 
centrations still existed!in many key cities 
of the Philippines and along certain of the 
routes which our ships had to travel to bring 
up vitally needed supplies and munitions. 
In addition, though their general air strength 
in the area had greatly diminished, the Japa- 
nese still controlled a number of airfields 
which permitted harassing attacks. 

A series of operations was undertaken to 
gain control of the important straits leading 
into central Philippine waters in order to 
eut off enemy reinforcements and to set the 
stage for the ultimate reduction of remain- 
ing Japanese strongholds in the Philippines. 
The capture of Palawan provided an effective 
barrier on the west and gave us a base for 
naval and air operations which controlled 
the Balabac Sirait entrance from the South 
China Sea to the Sulu Sea. At the same time 
we secured the most direct sea lane to Manila 
with an amphibious assault on Lubang Is- 
land, controlling the Verde Island Passage 
just south of the capital. The islands of 
Bruias and Ticao were seized on 4 March 
and Romblon and Simara on 12 March. Pos- 
session of these islands afforded protection 
to our shipping through San Bernardino 


' Strait and obviated the need for the round- 


about route through Surigao Strait which 
was still subject to air attacks from the 
Visayas. . 

The campaign to complete the reoccupation 
of the Philippines resolved itself naturally 
into a series of amphibious landings to seize 
control of coastal cities and other strongly 
held Japanese positions. In March three such 
landings were made by forces of Admiral 
Thomas C. Kinkaid’s Seventh Fleet. 

The first of these landings was made on 
10 March at Zamboanga, at the southwest tip 
of Mindanao, in order to obtain control of 
the passage from the Sulu to the Celebes Sea, 
secure naval and air facilities with which to 
compress the Japanese remaining in the cen- 
tral Philippines, and provide a further step- 
ping stone down the Sulu Archipelago for 
future operations towards Borneo. The at- 
tack group was under command of the late 
Rear Admiral F. B. Royal. Light cruisers and 
destroyers bombarded enemy positions there 
for two days while minesweepers made sure 
the approaches were clear. On 10 March the 
4lst Division was put ashore under moderate 
enemy artillery and mortar fire. The troops 
quickly overran Zamboanga City and the two 
airfields nearby, driving the Japanese back 
into the hills. A further landing was made 
on Basilan Island on 16 March without enemy 
opposition. 

On 18 March a similar assault force landed 
at Iloilo on the island of Panay. To clear this 
island and establish radar and air facilities 
as well as motor torpedo boat bases, the 40th 
Division was staged from Lingayen Gulf. 
Only token opposition to the landings was 
offered, and naval gunfire preparation was 
withheld to save the lives of natives. The as- 
Sault group was commanded by Rear Admiral 
A. D. Struble. Iloilo City was secured on the 
20th; the docks and harbor area were found 
practically undamaged. Subsequent minor op- 
trations had by the end of March virtually 
cleared Panay and nearby smaller islands. 

Troops of the Americal Division were used 
for the landing at Cebu on 26 March. Captain 
A. T. Sprague, jr., commanded the attack 
group, which was supported by a covering 
Stroup of cruisers and destroyers under the 
command of Rear Admiral-R. S. Berkey. Al- 
though the beaches were well organized for 
defense, the enemy positions there were found 
abandoned. Cebu City was captured on the 
next day, but considerable opposition to the 
advance of the troops inland developed, re- 
agreed Senne ground operations to clear

Pearl Harbor Inquiry

Any lingering suspicion that the Con- 
gressional committee investigation of 
Pear] Harbor could be completed by Jan. 
8, the scheduled termination date, van- 
ished this week, when a committe ma- 
jority voted to request an extension of 
its life to February 15. The request could 
hardly be denied, for on the eve of the 
year’s end holidays the inquiry—whose 
hearings began on Nov. 15—still has ex- 
amined only a dozen or so witnesses, with 
three times as many yet to be heard, in- 
cluding Admiral Stark, Admiral Kimmel 
and General Short. 

The committee will have to rely very 
soon on new counsel, also, for its chief 
counsel, William D. Mitchell, and his en- 
tire staff this week announced their in- 
ability to continue in the case. They had 
taken it originally on the assurance that 
their work would be completed in early 
January, as it might have been if the 
committee members had left the examina- 
tion more largely to its experienced and 
industrious counsel, or even if some of 
the committee members had abstained 
from such repetitious and unprofitable 
and at times offensive questioning as kept 
General Marshall, for example, on the 
stand for seven sucessive days. 

Old hands in congressional inquires 
could have given at the outset a more 
accurate prophecy of what would happen.

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Change Discharge System 

Changes in the Army discharge system 
that will make an additional 600,000 men 
and women eligible to return to civilian 
life, effective 81/ Dec. were announced 
19 Dec. by the War Department. 

For the first time length of service 
criteria was authorized for WAC per- 
sonnel. Enlisted WAC will be separated 
after they have had two years six months 
of honorable service and WAC officers 
will be separated after they have had 
three years three months of honorable 
service. WAC officer and enlisted person- 
nel who are married to a discharged vet- 
eran of World War II may be separated 
upon their own application, irrespective 
of the date upon which they enlisted. 
Other married WAC personnel, who en- 
listed prior to 12 May 1945, may be sep- 
arated upon their own application, irre- 
spective of the date upon which they 
were married. The critical score re- 
quired for separation on adjusted service 
rating score will not be reduced for WAC 
personnel. 

The length of service required for sep- 
aration will be reduced by six months 
for enlisted men and by three months for 
male officers, other than Medical Depart- 
ment officers. The critical score required 
for separation on adjusted service rating 
score will be reduced by five ASR points 
for enlisted men and three ASR points 
for maie officers. 

The age criteria was reduced by three 
years for all Medical and Dentai Corps 
officers except Plastic Surgeons. 

The critical score required for separa- 
tion will be reduced by five ASR points 
for Dental and Veterinary Corps officers 
and all Medical Corps officers except 
the specialists listed in Groups I, II and 
III set forth after the tabulation below. 
The separation criteria for Sanitary 
Corps officers, Medical Administrative 
Corps officers, Army Nurses, Physical 
Therapists and Dieticians remain un- 
changed. 

Length of service includes total active 
commissioned and enlisted duty since 16 
Sept. 1940, and continues to accrue with 
the passage of time. The adjusted service 
rating score is the score computed for 
each individual as of 2 Sept. 1945. 

The Army will continue to discharge 
personnel in this country who are no long- 
er needed and who do not qualify for 
overseas duty, even though they do not 
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have enough points or service for release. 
Those discharges will not be permitted to 
interfere with the prompt release of those 
eligible under the point system or with 
the speediest possible return to this coun- 
try of high-point men from overseas. 

All other factors for discharge, includ- 
ing discharges by reason of hardship or 
dependency or importance to the national 
health, safety, or interest, will remain 
in effect. Military personnel who are or 
have been engaged in scientific research 
projects may also be discharged if quali- 
fied. 

Previously announced factors for the 
retention of personnel in scarce cate- 
gories remain in effect.

Broaden Promotion Policy 


The War Department has broadened 
its promotion policy for Reserve and AUS 
officers who have served for long periods 
in the same grade. 

While an earlier announcement of pol- 
icy stated that those who had not had 
promotions since entering active duty 
would be advanced one grade upon en- 
tering active duty would be advanced one 
grade upon entering terminal leave, the 
new ruling applies to second and first 
lieutenants who have been in grade 18 
months, captains and majors who have 
been in grade 24 months and lieutenant 
colonels in grade 24 months. 

In computing the necessary service, 50 
per cent additional credit is given for 
time served overseas in grade. 


Transportation Problem 


The Army Transportation Corps has 
estimated that about 25,000 men, who 
otherwise would have been waiting trans- 
portation on the West Coast, will be in 
their Eastern homes for Christmas if 
eastern, southern and mid-western rail- 
roads transfer immediately to western 
roads 1,000 additional coaches as directed 
by the Association of American Railroads. 

Approximately 80,000 of the 224,000 
troops expected to arrive on the Pacific 
Coast from overseas theaters between 15 
Dec. 1945, and the end of the month, 
can be accommodated if the additional 
coaches are made available. The balance 
will be taken care of by existing facili- 
ties. Previously, 941 coaches had been 
made available for this purpose by east- 
ern roads.

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McVay Trial Ends 


Finding that a charge of culpable in- 
efficiency was “not proved” a Navy court 
martial on 19 Dec. concluded the, trial of 
Captain Charles B. McVay, 3rd, charged 
with negligence in the loss last 30 July of 
his command, the cruiser Indianapolis. 

The Indianapolis was sunk by a Jap- 
anese submarine in the Philippine Sea. 
She went down within 15 minutes after 
being hit, with the loss of 860 men of her 
complement of 1,196. ern 

The court in its findings did not spe- 
cifically state that it had found Captain 
McVay guilty on the charge of neglect. 
Sentence on the single conviction was not 
announced. It will be referred to the Sec- 
retary of Navy, who will make it public. 
This announcement is expected within a 
month or six weeks. Should the sentence 
as approved by the Secretary of the Navy 
carry a penalty of dismissal, it will be re- 
viewed by the President and announced 
by him. 

Meanwhile it is entirely possible that 
counsel for Captain McVay may submit 
a brief to the Secretary of the Navy in 
mitigation of the implied conviction and 
sentence. The Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy may also find errors of the 
law which would alter the court’s find- 
ings. The court, or any member or any 
number of members. may recommend 
clemency. 

Finally, the Secretary of the Navy 
himself may set aside or mitigate the 
court’s findings. The court rengered its 
verdict after deliberating two hours and 
34 minutes, during which time it had 
lunch. Its findings were announced by 
its president, Rear Admiral Wilder D. 
Baker, who asserted that the court had 
found “the specifications under the second 
charge not proved.” He then said the 
court was open to hear any evidence in 
aggravation, mitigation or extenuation. 

Capt. Thomas J. Rayn, jr., judge ad- 
vocate, said he had no evidence. of aggra- 
vation. Capt. John P. Cady, defense 
counsel, then offered in mitigation Capt. 
MeVay’s record, and asked that com- 
mendations and citations it contained be 
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read. 

“I can say off-hand that the only un- 
favorable entry pertains to the loss of 
the Indianapolis,” Capt. Ryan said. “In 
general this record deserves the classifi- 
eation of an outstanding record during 
the entire period of the accused’s serv- 
ice.” 
He then read three commendations for 
McVay’s service in connection with train- 


ing of the District Naval Reserve in 1936- , 


1937, and commendations from J. Weldon 
Jones and Francis B. Sayre for his serv- 
ices as aid to the high Commissioner of 
the Philippines in 1938-1939. 

The prosecution contended that Navy 
regulations did not attempt rigidly to 
prescribe precisely what a commander’s 
actions should be under all conditions 
requiring a zigzag course to be steered. 
Regulations are for guidance only, it was 
contended, the responsibility for their 
application being that of the commander. 

It is understood that the court’s failure 
to state findings on the charge of negli- 
gence is tantamount to an announcement 
of conviction, although there has been 
announced no official conviction as yet. 

In his defense Capt. McVay testified 
that he gave no specific orders to zigzag 
the cruiser to escape enemy submarines 
the night it was sunk because in his opin- 
ion visibility was poor and conditions 
were such that he did not believe zigzag- 
ging was necessary.

Navy Point Reduction 


The critical score for most male com- 
missioned and warrant officers in the 
Navy, set at 48 effective 1 Jan., will be 
reduced on 15 Jan. to 42, and on 2 Feb. 
to 41, the Navy announced this week. 

The critical score for most male en- 
listed personnel, set at 36 effective 1 Jan., 
will be reduced on 15 Jan. to 35, and on 
2 Feb. to 34. 

The critical score for WAVE officers, 
set at 29 effective 1 Jan., will be reduced 
on 2 Feb. to 28. 

The critical score for most WAVE en- 
listed personnel, set at 23 effective 1 Jan., 
will be reduced on 2 Feb. to 22. 

The reduction of critical scores up to 
and including 2 Feb. will make approxi- 
mately 22,000 officers and 215,000 enlisted 
personnel eligible for demobilization in 
addition to those made eligible under 
previously announced scores. This is in 
accord with the Navy’s previously an- 
nounced schedule of demobilization. 





Navy Demobilization 

As of 15 Dec. 1945, the Navy. has de- 
mobilized 1,042,947, or one-third of its 
personnel eligible for separation. This 
figure is approximately 12,000 ahead of 
schedule. 

During the week ending 15 Dec. 1945, 
120,525 Naval personnel were released, 
the peak one day figure being 18,761. 

As of 15 Dec. 1945, the Marine Corps 
has released over 164,000, or approximate- 
ly 44 per cent of those anticipated for 
release. 

As of 15 Dec. 1945, the Coast Guard 
has released 67,600 personnel.

Appointment of Brig. Gen. Franklin 
A. Hart, USMC, as Director of Marine 
Corps’ Division of Public Information ef- 
fective 10 Dec., has been announced by 
General A. A. Vandegrift, Commandant 
of the Marine Corps. 

General Hart replaces Col. Julian P. 
Brown who served for ten days as Infor- 
mation Division head following the re 
tirement of Brig.

HIS Christmas Season of 1945 is the more memorable because in its immediate 

background is the Victory we won over formidable foes in the war that convulsed 
mankind. With poignant understanding of the tragedy of the past four years, Presi- 
dent Truman addressed his Christmas Proclamation to the people, laid a wreath 
upon the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier in Arlington Cemetery as a tribute to our 
sorrowed dead at home and in foreign fields, and expressed the Nation’s greetings 
to the wounded and sick wherever they might be by calling officially upon the patients 
in ‘the Naval Hospital at Bethesda, Maryland, and the Walter Reed Hospital at 
Washifigton. In other columns of this issue are the greetings of Service leaders, 
which ‘in their’ comradely sentiments also express the spirit of the season. While 
we are celebrating ‘anew the coming of the Christ Child, still the black cloud of 
strife and of clashing policies and interests hangs over the Old World and the Near 
and Far East. But in the sky is the vivid rainbow that promises permanent peace, 
perhaps through the United Nations Organization which, if there be the will, can 
be effective through the employment, when necessary, of the Armed Force with which 
it.is planned to provide it. A greater promise would lie in the maintenance of our 
own strength, for no nation would dare attack a prepared United States, nor start 
another global war which might involve us. With fear vanishing on black wings, 
and in its pldce rising the Star of Bethlehem, let us celebrate the Holy Day and 
Week even more joyously than before the War drove its talons into our sides. That 
we know is the purpose of the Services. To them, with whom we are honored to be 
associated and whom we gladly serve, the ARMY AND Navy J@URNAL extends its 
merriest greetings and best wishes for happiness, the more deserved because they 
brought our country again to peace. 


Bowe: Senate passed this week, 62 to 3, a bill increasing the salaries of Federal 
civilian employees by a sliding scale averaging 11 per cent, and in the debate 
preliminary to its approval the plight of the Services was not once mentioned. 
Repeatedly Senators referred to the official estimate that the cost of living has 
advanced 33 per cent since 1941, but none seemed to recall that this burden was 
suffered as much by the active and retired members of the Armed Forces, as by the 
civilian workers. It is the general opinion of the House that after the recess ends 
on 14 January, its Civil Service Committee will report, and the House will pass, a 
salary bill making increases differing in many respects from those adopted by the 
Senate, and in conference the final Act will be fashioned. In view of the precedent 
this prospective measure will establish, there ought to be no delay in providing 
the relief due the Services, Active and Retired. Joint Boards have been preparing 
recommendations for the revision of schedules, which will be available for Congres- 
sional study during the Holidays. In order to expedite action, it occurs to us that 
the House Military and Naval Committees should hold combined: hearings on the 
recommendations a few days before Congress reconvenes, and submit amendments 
to the civilian salary bill. A conference report would be adopted as a matter of 
course by the Senate as by the House. So urgent is Service need, that in the inter- 
est of morale and of attracting the high class of officers and enlisted men National 
defense requires, speedy action should and must be taken. 


UBLIC Relations long has been known as an art in civilian activities, but it re- 

mained for the Global struggle to develop it as a military science more exact 
than ever before. Through its employment, the war temper of our people was main- 
tained at a high pitch, the irritations and apprehensions of Congress were allayed, 
comparative contentment and discipline were promoted in our Armed Forces, and 
the munitions production of Industry, through relative harmony encouraged between 
Management and Labor, reached miraculous proportions. There was the matter 
also of coordinating Allied operations, and to eliminate friction, tact and wise treat- 
ment of events were required. It is conceded, therefore, that the efficient conduct 
of Public Relations was an important contributing factor to Victory. Fortunately for 
our own country and for the Allied cause, the War Department had in this responsi- 
ble assignment Major General Alexander D. Surles. This Officer, Cavalryman and 
Tank expert, was drafted to Washington from the 1st Armored Division in August 
1941, and was retained in charge of the Bureau of Public Relations, in spite of his 
appeals for a field command. Aware of the force of public opinion, he sought to 
guide it understandingly, and while compelled frequently against his own judgment, 
to impose secrecy, his policy always was in the direction of getting the facts to the 
people, with due regard to the safety of the military interest. He proved to be the 
proper man in this post of high importance, and the outstanding service he rendered

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Air Technical Service Command 

The Command on 8 Dec. had the priv- 
lege of welcoming Lt. Gen. Nathan F.

September, 1945. General Knerr will re- 
main at Headquarters, ATSC, for several 
weeks on temporary duty after which he 
will go to Headquarters, AAF, for a spe- 
cial assignment. 

Mrs. Twining and their son, Nathan, 
and daughter, Olive, will join General 
Twining in Dayton shortly. An elder son. 
Richard, is a student at the University of 
North Carolina. 

General George C. Kenney, command- 
ing general of the newly organized Pa- 
cific Air Command, flew into Wright 
Field from Manila for a quick visit with 
Mrs. Kenney before going to Washing- 
ton for conferences. He will then return 
to spend Christmas with the family. He 
expects to take over his new duties short- 
ly after the first of the year. Headquar- 
ters, General Kenney says, will be divided 
between Tokyo and Manila. 

Brig. Gen. Emmett O’Donnell, former 
chief of the 73rd (B-29) Bombardment 
Squadron, the first to strike at Tokyo, ar- 
rived at Hq., ATSO, to take over the 
duties of Deputy Chief of the ATSC Engi- 
neering Division which is headed by 
Brig.

Air Training Shift 

Reorganization and reestablishment of 
the air functional training commands 
under the Naval Air Training Command, 
was announced by the Navy Department 
this week. 

Under the reorganization the Naval 
Air Basic Training Command will take 
over the combined functions of the old 
Primary and Intermediate Commands. 
The Naval Air Advanced Training Com- 
mand will perform the essential functions 








of the old Operational Command. 

The functions of the Naval Air Re- 
serve Training Command will be (1) re- 
fresher training of the inactive aviation 
reserve, and (2) selective and preflight 
training of flight candidates. 


Announce AAF Devices 

Development of a radar navigational 
device permitting the pinpoint bombing 
of overcast targets with an accuracy 
rivalling the performance of the Norden 
bombsigliit in clear weather was an- 
nounced 20 Dec. by Headquarters, Air 
Technical Service Command. 

Known as “Shoran,” the equipment 
was developed by the Electronic Subdi- 
vision of the Engineering Division at 
Wright Field and the Radio Corporation 
of America, the system was instrumental 
in the destruction of many bridges, am- 
munition and supply dumps and other 
targets in the Mediterranean and Eu- 
ropean theatres, according to Brig. Gen. 
Tom C. Rives, Chief of the Electronic 
Subdivision, ATSC. 

Removing the classified label from 
“Operation Castor,” ATSC also disclosed 
the full story of pilotless, remotely-con- 
trolled Flying Fortresses, packed with 
record loads of dynamite and directed 
by radio, radar and television against 
almost impregnable German submarine 
pens. 

Use in the project were “war weary” 
B-17’s, their combat usefulness outlived. 
Each Fort was loaded with 11 tons of 
Torpex, a high explosive many times 
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more powerful than TNT, which ATSC 
officials described as the greatest single 
mass of conventional explosive ever un- 
leashed against an enemy. 

The four-engined “tlying bombs” were 
taken into the air by a pilot and co-pilot 
who, at 10,000 feet, bailed out over Bri- 
tain. Control of the robot bomber was 
then taken over by a “mother” Flying 
Fort. 

Army Air Forces use of radar devices 
for firing aircraft cannon was disclosed 
also. “Range finding, search, and auto- 
matic gun laying are of great operationa) 
importance,” General Rives said, in an- 
nouncing the use of such equipment by 
the AAF during the war. “An aerial gun- 
ner has difficulty in estimating range by 
optical methods because of the rapid 
relative motion between aircraft and tar- 
get, varying aspects of the target, and 
need for rapid identification.” 








New Patrol Bomber 

The farthest ranging, fastest and most 
heavily armed patrol and search bomber 
yet developed was announced 19 Dec. by 
the Navy Department. 

This twin-engine land plane christened 
the P2V, Neptune, was designed and built 
by Lockheed Aircraft Corporation of 
Burbank, California. The first Neptune 
has already been extensively tested, and 
additional planes will be delivered soon. 

The new patrol and search bomber 
ranges more than 3500 niles with a ful 
patrol load and more than 5000 miles 
with bomb bay gas tanks. It flies at speeds 
in excess of 300 miles an hour. It is armed 
with six 20 millimeter cannon, 16 five-inch 
high velocity aircraft rockets (HVAR) 
and four .50 calibre machine guns. The 
Neptune carries 8,000 pounds of explo 
sives, including two aerial torpedoes. 





Marine Aviators 

Marine Aviators being ordered to the 
United States for reassignment are not 
being retained in a flight status en route 
to or at the reassigning activity. 

The Department said that’ these avia- 
tors are not traveling under orders to 
separating activity and therefore the 
provisions of Alnav 245 do not apply.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


®& FOREIGN AFFAIRS. As a result of the opening conversations of the foreign 
ministers of the Big Three in Moscow, instructions have been received in Washing- 
ton for Lieutenant General Albert C. Wedemeyer, our military commander in China, 
to cease assisting the reinforcement of nationalist troops in the North by troop 
movements from the South, at least until General George C. Marshall in his temporary 
role of ambassador can have an opportunity to explore the situation and then give 
a definite ruling on policy. In the meantime we may continue facilitating the trans- 
port of Chinese nationalist troops from the North to Manchurian ports. 

This obviously was an initial result of discussions James F. Byrnes, secretary 
of state, had with V. M. Molotov, Soviet foreign commissar. It reveals not only 
that China came early in the conversations but also that Premier Stalin, while 
continuing to observe his pledge to Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek concerning con- 
trol by Chungking of Manchuria, does not yet want Chinese military operations in 
that area carried out by heavily augmented forces. As matters stand the Nationalist 
government still enjoys the support of both the United States and the Soviet Union, 
a support that we seek to implement through the proposal of the Secretary of the 
Navy to Congress for authority to transfer surplus naval ships to the Chungking 
government. 

The proposal ran into stormy weather in Congress at the outset because of 
apprehensions that we were becoming unduly involved in the Chinese civil war. 
Yet our interest in that civil war has now been placed upon a world-wide basis by 
the President through his statement of general policy toward China that was given 
out consequent upon the departure of General Marshall for Chungking by way of 
Manila and Shanghai. It has been noted with interest in foreign chancellories that 
the President in his statement enunciated a peace policy that goes farther than 
the powers of UNO. For, whereas UNO by its Charter is prevented from interfer- 
ing in domestic affairs of any country, Mr. Truman has now declared as United 
States policy that a breach of the peace anywhere is a threat to peace everywhere 
and that, therefore, it follows that any civil war in any country is a matter of con- 
cern to us out of our concern for world peace. It is a policy which, if adhered to, 
can have many repercussions, and it has been announced at a time when, in seek- 
ing to exercise our power throughout the world in the cause of peace, the chorus 
is rising from our troops abroad and from their families at home for their de 
mobilization. The policy naturally will have its first application in China. What 
we do with it will depend upon the judgment of General Marshall. It is to be ex- 
pected that he will not delay long in coming to conclusions. 

Moreover, policy is in the making with reference to Japan, for Moscow is eun- 
tinuing to insist upon a voice—and the veto power—in the control as now directed 
primarily by the United States and administered by Genera] MacArthur as Supreme 
Commander for the Allies. Mr. Byrnes is prepared to discuss that issue and to con- 
sent to some compromise formula but he is as keenly aware as are others that he 
cannot agree to an arrangement that would undermine our real authority with 
regard to Japan and more especially impair essentially the authority of General 
MacArthur. What solution, if any, is arrived at will be awaited with keenest interest. 

The question will be as difficult for the Secretary of State as achieving a solu- 
tion of the Iranian problem that will make the Teheran Declaration more than an 
empty gesture. Russia saw to it that upon his arrival in Moscow he was confronted 
with a fait accompli in northern Iran. If Mr. Molotov stands by his position, it is 
difficult to perceive what we or London can do about it. 

China, Japan, Iran, all stand high on the agenda in Moscow and along with 
them the atomic bomb. It will be presumed that an understanding satisfactory to 
Moscow regarding control of atomic energy, has been reached if Russia as antici- 
pated, sends Mr. Molotov and other outstanding officials to the meeting of UNO 
in London next Monday. The issue runs to the heart of relations among the powers, 
but it is believed it will be agreeably settled in view of Premier Stalin’s desire for 
collaboration among the Allies. It is because of the importance of the atom that 
interest is focused on the expected appointment of General of the Army Eisenhower 
as our chief military representative on the Security Council. The list of our dele- 
gates to the assembly headed by Edward R. Stettinius, jr., also named to the Se- 
curity Council, and including Mrs. Roosevelt and ranking Senators, conformed to 
past understanding. The Secretary of State will attend the conference, at least for 
a part of the deliberations. 

’ending the outcome of the Moscow conversations and the forthcoming London 

ing of UNO we are proceeding with the transfer of Germans from outlying states 
to their homeland and doing what we can to brace ourselves against what Lord 
Halifax along with others foresees is to be the worst winter for Europe since the 
Thirty Years War. It is essentially the twin problem of administration and relief 
in Germany. But in the Far East we are proceeding with political arrangements as 
evidenced by the discussions in Moscow concerning China and Japan and the ar- 
rival of General Marshall in China, backed by a new and broad statement of American 
policy that tells the Chinese to stop fighting and get together politically or expect 
no material aid from us in rehabilitation. 

In addition, we are encouraging a liberal political adjustment in southeast Asia. 
We have told the British and the Dutch that their forces are in the Netherlands 
Indies for military operations connected with winding up the war, pursuant to a 
directive last summer of the Combined Chiefs of Staff, but not for imposing west- 
ern imperialism on the natives. Through a State Department statement we have 
washed our hands of any such objective, though in doing so we have had to disavow 
for ourselves pretentions that havé been voiced by the British foreign secretary. 

That is also our position with reference to French Indo-China, while we ure 
in, the course of diplomatic exchanges with London over the political and economic 
system she is seeking to arrange with the Siamese. The exchange savors of the 
ddmarche by John Hay at the turn of the century when we toek our stand for the 
ba Poor. But for that stand, and our adherence to it through the years, there 

ght not be any occasion now for Britain and The Netherlands to be in the Indies.

President’s Message 
To The Congress of the United States: 


In my message of 6 Sept. 1945, I stated that 
I would communicate with the Congress from 
time to time during the current session with 
respect to a comprehensive and continuous 
program of national security. I pointed out 
the necessity of making timely preparation 
for the Nation’s long-range security now— 
while we are still mindful of what it has cost 
us in this war to have been unprepared. 

On 23 October 1945, as part of that pro- 
gram, there was presented for your con- 
sideration a proposal for universal military 
training. It was based upon the necessities 
of maintaining a well-trained citizenry which 
could be quickly mobilized in time of need 
in support of a small professional military 
establishment. Long and extensive hearings 
have now been held by the Congress on this 
recommendation. I think that the proposal, 
in principle, has met with the overwhelming 
approval of the people of the United States. 

We are discharging our armed forces now 
at the rate of 1,500,000 a month. We can with 
fairness no longer look to the veterans of this 
war for any future military service. It is 
essential therefore that universal training be 
instituted at the earliest possible moment to 
provide a reserve upon which we can draw 
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if, unhappily, it should become necessary. A 
grave responsibility will rest upon the Con- 
gress if it continues to delay this most im- 
portant and urgent measure. 

Today, again in the interest of national 
security and world peace, I make this further 
recommendation to you. I recommend that 
the Congress adopt legislation combining the 
War and Navy Departments into one single 
Department of National Defense. Such 
unification is another essential step—along 
with universal training—in the development 
of a comprehensive and continuous program 
for our future safety and for the peace and 
security of the world. 

One of the lessons which have most clearly 
come from the costly and dangerous experi- 
ence of this war is that there must be unified 
direction of land, sea and air forces at home 
as well as in all other parts of the world 
where our Armed Forces are serving. 

We did not have that kind of direction 
when we were attacked four years ago—and 
we certainly paid a high price for not having 
it. 


In 1941, we had two completely independent 
organizations with no well-established habits 
of collaboration and cooperation between 
them. If disputes arose, if there was failure 
to agree on a question of planning or a ques- 
tion of action, only the President of the 
United States could make a decision effective 
on both. Besides, in 1941, the air power of 
the United States was not organized on a par 
with the ground and sea forces. 

Our expedient for meeting these defects 
was the creation of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
On this Committee sat the President’s Chief 
of Staff and the chiefs of the land forces, 
the naval forces, and the air forces. Under 
the Joint Chiefs were organized a number 
of committees bringing together personnel of 
the three services for joint strategic plan- 
ning and for coordination of operations. This 
kind of coordination was better than no co- 
ordination at all, but it was in no sense a 
unified command. 

In the theaters of operation, meanwhile, we 
went further in the direction of unity by 
establishing unified commands. We came to 
the conclusion—soon confirmed by experience 
—that any extended military effort required 
over-all coordinated control in order to get 
the most out of the three armed forces. Had 
we not early in the war adopted this principle 
of a unified command for operations, our ef- 
forts, no matter how heroic, might have 
failed. 

But we never had comparable unified direc- 
tion or command in Washington. And even 
in the field, our unity of operations was 
greatly impaired by the differences in train- 
ing, in doctrine, in communication systems, 
and in supply and distribution systems, that 
stemmed from the division of leadership in 
Washington. 

It is true, we were able to win in spite of 
these handicaps. But it is now time to take 
stock, to discard obsolete organizational 
forms and to provide for the future the sound- 
est, the most effective and the most econom- 
ical kind of structure for our armed forces 
of which this most powerful Nation is cap- 
able. 

I urge this as the best means of keeping 
the peace. 

No nation now doubts the good will of the 
United States for the maintenance of a last- 
ing peace in the world. Our puropse is shown 
by our efforts to establish an effective United 
Nations Organization. But all nations—and 
particularly those unfortunate nations which 
have felt the heel of the Nazis, the Fascists or 
the Japs—now that desire for peace is futile 
unless there is also enough strength ready 
and willing to enforce that desire in any 
emergency. Among the things that have en- 
couraged aggression and the spread of war 
in the past have been the unwillingness of 
the United States realistically to face this 
fact, and her refusal to fortify her aims of 
peace before the forces of aggression could 
gather in strength. 

Now that our enemies have surrendered it 
has again become all too apparent that a 
portion of the American people are anxious 
to forget all about the war, and particularly 
to forget all the unpleasant factors which are 
required to prevent future wars. 

Whether we like it or not, we must all 
recognize that the victory which we have 
won has placed upon the American people 
the continuing burden of responsibility for 
world leadership. The future peace of the 
world will depend in large part upon 
whether or not the United States shows that 
it is really determined to continue in its role 
as a leader among nations. It will depend 
upon whether or not the United States is 
willing to maintain the physical strength 
necessary to act as a safeguard against any 
future aggressor. Together with the other 
United Nations, we must be willing to make 
the sacrifices necessary to protect the world 
from future aggressive warfare. In short, we 
must be prepared to maintain in constant’ 
and immediate readiness sufficient military 
strength to convince any future potential ag- 
gressor that this nation, in its determination 
for a lasting peace, means business. 

We would be taking a grave risk with the 
national security if we did not move now to 
overcome permanently the present imperfec- 
tions in our defense organization. However 
great was the need for coordination and 





unified command in World War II, it is sure 
to be greater if there is any future aggres. 
sion against world peace. Technological de. 
velopments have made the Armed Services 
much more dependent upon each other than 
ever before. The boundaries that once sep- 
arated the Army’s battlefield from the 
Navy’s battlefield have been virtually erased, 
If there is ever going to be another global 
conflict, it is sure to take place simultaneonug- 
ly on land and sea and in the air, wit§ 
weapons of ever greater speed and range. 
Our combat forces must work together in one 
team as they have never been required to 
work together in the past. 

We must assume, further, that another war 
would strike much more suddenly than the 
last, and that it would strike directly at the 
United States. We cannot expect to be given 
the opportunity again to experiment in or. 
ganization and in ways of teamwork while 
the fighting proceeds, True preparedness now 
means preparedness not alone in armaments 
and numbers of men, but preparedness in or- 
ganization “also. It means establishing in 
peacetime the kind of military organization 
which will be able to meet the test of sudden 
attack quickly and without having to im- 
provise radical readjustment in structure and 
habits. 

The basic question is what organization 
will provide the most effective employment of 
our military resources in time of war and the 
most effective means for maintaining peace. 
The manner in which we make this transition 
in the size, composition, and organization of 
the armed forces will determine the efficiency 
and cost of our national defense for many 
years to come. 

Improvements have been made since 1941 
by the President in the organization of the 
War and Navy Departments, under the War 
Powers Act. Unless the Congress acts be- 
fore these powers lapse, these Departments 


will revert to their prewar organizational 
status. This would be a grievous mistake. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff are not a unified 
command. It is a committee which must 
depend for its success upon the voluntary 
cooperation of its member agencies. During 


the war period of extreme national danger, 
there was, of course, a high degree of co- 
peration. In peacetime the situation will be 
different. It must not be taken for granted 
that the Joint Chiefs of Staff as now con- 
stituted will be as effective in the appor- 
tionment of peacetime resources as they have 
been in the determination of war plans and 
in their execution. As national defense ap- 
propriations grow tighter, and as conflicting 
interests make themselves felt in major is- 
sues of policy and strategy, unanimous agree- 
ments will become more difficult to reach. 

It was obviously impossible in the midst of 
conflict to reorganize the armed forces of the 
United States along the lines here suggested. 
Now that our enemies have surrendered, I 
urge the Congress to proceed to bring about 
a reorganization of the management of the 
Armed Forces. 

Further studies of the general problem 
would serve no useful purpose. There is 
enough evidence now at hand te demonstrate 
beyond question the need for a unified de- 
partment. A great many of the reasons for 
establishing a single department have been 
brought out already in public discussion and 
in Congressional committee hearings. To me 
the most important reasons for combining the 
two existing Departments are these: 

1. We should have integrated strategie 
plans and a unified military, program and 
budget. 

With the coming of peace, 
we must not only continue, 
our present facilities for integrated plan- 
ning. We cannot have the sea, land, and ait 
members of our defense team working at 
what may turn out to be cross purposes, 
planning their programs on different as 
sumptions as to the nature of the military 
establishment we need, and engaging in a0 
open competition for funds. 

Strategy, program, and budget are all 
aspects of the same basic decisions. Using the 
advice of our scientists and our-intelligence 
officers, we must make the wisest estimate 
as to the probable nature of any future at 
tack upon us, determine accordingly how to 
organize and deploy our military forces, and 
allocate the available manpower, materiel, 
and financial resources in a manner consist- 
ent with the over-all plan. 

Up to the present time, the makeup and 
balance of our Armed Forces have not beet 
planned as a whole. Programs and budget 
requests from the Army and Navy have bee? 
formulated separately, on the basis of it 
dependent concepts of mission and functio?. 
These separate programs and budgets have 
uot been considered together until after they 
have passed out of military hands and evel 
out of the hands of the Secretaries of Wa 
and the Navy. The whole job of reconciling 
the divergent claims of the Departments bas 
been thrust upon the President and the Col 
gress. 

This war has demonstrated completely that 
the resources of this nation in manpower 42 
in raw materials are not unlimited. To real: 
ize this is to comprehend the urgent need for 
finding a wiy to allocate these resources i 
telligently among the competing service 
This means designing a balanced military 
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structure reflecting a considered apportion- 
ment of responsibility among the services for 
the performance of a joint mission. 

From experience as a member of the Con- 
gress, I know the great difficulty of apprais- 
ing properly the over-all security needs of the 
nation from piecemeal presentations by sep- 
arate departments appearing before separate 
Congressional committees at different times. 
It is only by combining the armed forces 
into a single department that the Congress 
ean have the advantage of considering a 
single coordinated and comprehensive secur- 
ity program. 

2. We should realize the economies that can 
be achieved through unified control of sup- 
ply and service functions. 

Instances of duplication among Army and 
Navy activities and facilities have been 
brought to the attention of the Congress on 
many occasions. The degree of unity that 
was accomplished during the war in strategic 
planning and in theater command is in strik- 
ing contrast with the separatism that pre- 
vailed in the whole range of supply and serv- 
ice functions. 

It will never be possible to achieve absolute 
coordination of the supply and service func- 
tions of all services. Neither the War De- 
partment nor the Navy Department has been 
able to eliminate all duplication even within 
ite own organization. But there is no ques- 
tion that the extent of waste through lack 
of coordination between the two Departments 
is very much greater than the waste resulting 
from faulty coordination within each. If we 
can attain as much coordination among all 
the services as now existe within each de- 
partment, we shall realize extensive savings. 

Consolidation of the Departments will, for 
example, reduce the volume of supplies that 
need to be procured. Supply requirements, 
for example, begin with a calculatien of so 
many items per man to be supplied. But to 
this basic figure must be added margins of 
safety, to account for items in storage, trans- 
portation lags, breakdowns in _ delivery, 
emergency demands, and so forth. In these 
margins, savings can be made through uni- 
fied systems of supply. As the volume handled 
in any supply system grows, the percentage 
factor which has to be added for reserves is 
reduced. 

In the same way, both the Army and the 
Navy must add a margin of safety to their 
requirements for production plants, depots, 
hospitals, air training fields, and other types 
ef construction common to both services. 
When the requirements are pooled, the total 
amount of margin may be reduced. The same 
fs true of personnel. Each service must add 
a margin of safety in estimating its require- 
ments for doctors, nurses, skilled mechanics, 
and other types of specialists. The total 
margin is greater if the computations are 
made separately. Another source of economy 
will be the pooling of facilities and person- 
ne! in localities where at present both services 
have to operate, but where from the nature 
of the circumstances, facilities and personnel 
are not fully used. 

Other examples of duplication could be 
cited. Business men have to deal with sepa- 
tate buyers, who may use separate specifi- 
cations for items which could as well have 
the same specifications. Separate inspectors 
are stationed in their plants. During this 
war, instances occurred where the purchase 
of all available quantities of certain items 
by one service resulted in acute shortages in 
the other service, Parallel transportation and 
storage systems required extra overhead. 

As the war progressed, it is true that in- 
cfeased cooperation reduced the extent of 
waste and conflict. But voluntary coopera- 
tion in such matters can never be expected 
to be fully effective. A single authority at the 
top would inevitably achieve a greater de- 
gtee of economy than would be obtained un- 
der divided direction. 

3. We should adopt the organizational struc- 
ture best suited to fostering coordination be- 
tween the military and the remainder of the 
Government. 

Our military policy and program are only 
& part of a tota) national program aimed at 
achieving our national objectives of security 





and peace. This total program has many 
aspects, and many agencies of the Govern- 
ment must participate in its execution. 

Our military policy, for example, should 
be completely consistent with our foreign 
policy. It should be designed to support and 
reflect our commitments to the United Na- 
tions Organization. It should be adjusted ac- 
cording to the success or lack of success of 
our diplomacy. It should reflect our fullest 
knowledge of the capabilities and intentions 
of other powers. Likewise, our foreign policy 
should take into account our military capa- 
bilities and the strategic power of our Armed 
Forces. 

A total security program has still other 
major aspects. A military program, standing 
alone, is useless. It must be supported in 
peacetime by planning for industrial mobili- 
zation and for development of industrial and 
raw material resources where these are in- 
sufficient. Programs of scientific research 
must be developed for military purposes, 
and their results woven into the defense pro- 
gram. The findings of our intelligence service 
must be applied to all of these. 

Formulation and execution of a compre- 
hensive and consistent national program em- 
bracing all these activities are extremely 
difficult tasks. They are made more diffi- 
eult the greater the number of departments 
and agencies whose policies and programs 
have to be coordinated at the top level of 
the Executive Branch. They are simplified 
as the number of these agencies can be re- 
duced. 

The consolidation of the War and Navy De- 
partments would greatly facilitate the ease 
and speed with which the Armed Forces and 
the other departments could exchange views 
and come to agreement on matters of common 
concern. It would minimize the extent to 
which inter-service differences have to be dis- 
cussed and settled by the civilian leaders 
whose main concern should be the more fun- 
damental job of building over-all national 
policy. 

4. We should provide the strongest means 
for civilian control of the military. 

Civilian control of the military establish- 
ment—one of the most fundamental of our 
democratic concepts—would be strengthened 
if the President and the Congress had but 
one Cabinet member with clear and primary 
responsibility for the exercise of that control. 
When the military establishment is divided 
between two civilian Secretaries, each is 
limited necessarily to a restricted view of the 
military establishment. Consequently, on 
many fundamental issues where the civilian 
point of view should be controlling, the 
Secretaries of the two Departments are cast 
in the role of partisans of their respective 
Services, and real civilian control can be ex- 
ercised by no one except the President or the 
Congress, 

During and since the war, the need for joint 
action by the Services and for objective recom- 
mendations on military matters has led in- 
evitably to increasing the authority of the 
only joint organization and the most nearly 
objective organization that exists—the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. But the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
are a strictly military body. Responsibility 
for civilian control should be clearly fixed 
in a single full-time civilian below the Presi- 
dent. This requires a Secretary for the entire 
military establishment, aided by a strong 
staff of civilian assistants. 

There is no basis for the fear that such 
an organization would lodge too much power 
in a single individual—that the concentration 
of so much military power would lead to mili- 
tarism. There is no basis for such fear as 
long as the traditional policy of the United 
States is followed that a civilian, subject to 
the President, the Congress and the will of 
the people, be placed at the head of this 
Departmeat, The safety of the democracy of 
the United States lies in the solid good sense 
and unshakable conviction of the American 
people. They need have no fear that their 
democratic liberties will be imperiled so long 
as they continue fulfilling their duties of 
citizenship. 

5. We should organize te provide parity for 
alr power. 

Air power has been developed to a point 
where its responsibilities are equal to those 
of land and sea power, and its contribution 
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to our strategic planning is as great. In op- 
eration, air power receives its separate as- 
signment in the execution of an over-all plan. 
These facts were finally recognized in this 
war in the organizational parity which was 
granted to air power within our principal 
unified commands. 

Parity for air power can be achieved in 
one department or in three, but not in two. 
As between one department and three, the 
former is infinitely to be preferred. The ad- 
vantages of a single department are indeed 
much clearer avhen the alternative is reen 
to be three departments rather than the pres- 
ent two. The existence of three departments 
would complicate tremendously every prob- 
lem of coordination that now exists hetween 
the War and Navy Departments, and between 
the Services and the rest of the government. 

The Cabinet is not merely a collection of 
executives administering different govern- 
mental functions. It is a body whose com- 
bined judgment the President uses to formu- 
late the fundamental policies of the adminis- 
tration. In such a group, which is designed 
to develop teamwork wisdom on all subiects 
that affect the political life of the country, 
it would be inappropriate and unbalanced to 
have three members representing three differ- 
ent instruments of national defense. 

The President, as Commander-in-Chief, 
should not personally have to coordinate the 
Army and Navy and Air Force. With all the 
other problems before him, the President 
cannot he expected to balance either the or- 
ganization, the training or the practice of the 
several branches of national defense. He 
should be able to rely for that coordination 
upon civilian hands at the Cabinet level 

6. We should establish the most advantage- 
ous framework for a unified system ef train- 
ing for combined operations of land, sea and 
air. 

Whatever the form which any future war 
may take. we know that the men of our sepa- 
rate Services will have to work together in 
many kinds of combinations for many pur- 
poses. The Pacific campaign of the recent 
war is an ontstanding example of common 
and joint effort among land, sea, and air 
forces. Despite its successes, that campaign 
proved that there is not adequate understand- 
ing among the officers and men of any Serv- 
ice of the capabilities, the nees, the proced- 
ures, and the limitations of the other Services. 

This understanding is not something that 
can be cregted overnight whenever a com- 
bined operation is planned and a task force 
organized. The way men act in combat is 
determined by the sum total of all their prev- 
ious training, indoctrination, and experience. 

What we seek is a structure which can hest 
produce an integrated training program, 
carry on merged training activities where 
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that is appropriate, and permit officers to be 
assigned in such a way that an individual 
officer will learn first-hand of other Services 
besides the one in which he has specialised. 
The organizational framework most conda- 
cive to this kind of unified training and doc- 
trine is a unified department. 

7. We should allocate systematically our 
limited resources for scientific research, 

No aspect of military preparedness is more 
important than scientific research. Given the 
limited amount of scientific talent that will 
be available for military purposes, we must 
systematically apply that talent to research 
in the most promising lines and on the weap- 
ons with the greatest potentiality, regardless 
of the Service in which these weapons will 
be used. We cannot afford to waste any of 
our scientific resources in duplication of 
effort. 

This does not mean that all Army and 
Navy laboratories would be immediately or 
even ultimately consolidated. The objective 
should be to preserve initiative and enter- 
prise while eliminating duplication and mis- 
directed effort. This can be accomplished only 
if we have an organizational structure which 
will permit fixing responsibility at the top 
for coordination among the Services. 

8. We should have unity of command in 
outlying bases. 

All military authority at each of our out- 
lying bases should be placed under a single 
commander who will have clear responsibility 
for security, who can be held clearly accout- 
able, and whose orders come from a single 
authority in Washington. Reconnaissance 
planes, radar sets, and intelligence and 
counter-intelligence measures at a United 
States outpost are not intended to serve sepa- 
rate Services for different purposes. Unifica- 
tion of the Services offers a far greater 
antee of continued unity in the field than does 
our present organization. 

9. We should have c 
ble persennel policies. 

There have been differences in personnel 
policies between the Army and the Navy 
during the war. They began with competi- 
tive recruitment for certain types of per- 
sons, and continued in almost every phase 
of personnel administration. In rates of pro- 
motion, in ways of selecting officers, in the 
utilization of reserve officers, in awards and 
decorations, in —e ~y and in point sye- 
tems for discharge, the two Services have 
followed different policies. 

This inconsistency is highly undesirable. 
It will be reduced to a minimum under @

unified organization. 
*e ee @ 

Any bill which is enacted to carry out 
these recommendations cannot provide im- 
mediately the ultimate organization plan to 
accomplish unification. It can only prescribe 
the general organization of the authorities at 
the top levels of the unified Department. 

I recommend that the reorganization of 
the armed services be along the following 
broad lines. 

(1) There should be a single Department 
of National Defense. This Department should 
be charged with the full responsibility for 
armed national security. It should consist 
of the armed and civilian forces that are 
now included within the War and Navy De- 
partments, 

(2) The head of this Department should 
be a civilian, a member of the President's 
cabinet, to be designated as the Secretary 
of National Defense. Under him there should 
be a civilian Under Secretary and several ci- 
vilian Assistant Secretaries. 

(3) There should be three coordinated 
branches of the Department of National De- 
fense: one for the land forces, one for the 
naval forces, and one for the air forces, each 
under an Assistant Secretary. The Navy 
should, -of course, retain its own carrier-, 
ship-, and water-based aviation, which has 
proved so necessary for efficient fleet oper- 
ation. And, of course, the Marine Corps 
should be continued as an integral part of the 
Navy. 

(4) The Under Secretary and the remain- 
ing Assistant Secretaries should be availa- 
ble for assignment to whatever duties the 
President and the Secretary may determine 
from time to time. 

(5) The President and the Secretary should 
be provided with ample authority to estab- 
lish central coordinating and service organ- 
izations, both military and civilian, where 
these ure found to be necessary. Some of 
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ment-wide elements of the department, as op- 
posed to the separate Service elements, will 
insure that real unification is ultimately ob- 
tained. The President and the Secretary 
should not be limited in their authority to 
establish department-wide coordinating and 
service organizations. 

(6) There should be a Chief of Staff of the 
Department of National Defense. There should 
also be a commander for each of the three 
component branches—Army, Navy, and Air. 

(7) The Chief of Staff and the commanders 
of the three coordinate branches of the De- 
partment should together constitute an ad- 
visory body to the Secretary of National De- 
fense and to the President. There should be 
nothing to prevent the President, the Secre- 
tary, and other civilian authorities from com- 
municating with the commanders of any of 
the components of the Department on such 
vital matters as basic military strategy and 
policy and the division of the budget. Furth- 
ermore, the key staff positions in the De- 
partment should be filled with officers drawn 
from all the services, so that the thinking 
of the Department would not be dominated 
by any one or two of the services. 

As an additional precaution, it would be 
wise if the post of Chief of Staff were ro- 
tated among the several services, whenever 
practicable and advisable, at least during the 
period of evolution of the new unified De- 
partment. The tenure of the individual officer 
designated to serve as Chief of Staff should 
be relatively short—two or three years—and 
should not, except in time of a war emer- 
gency declared by the Congress, be extended 
beyond that period. 

Unification of the services must be looked 
upon as a long-term job. We all recognize 
that there will be many complications and 
difficulties. Legislation of the character out- 
lined will provide us with the objective, and 
with the initial means whereby forward-look- 
ing leadership in the Department, both mili- 
tary and civilian, can bring real unification 
into being. Unification is much more than a 
matter of organization. It will require new 
viewpoints, new doctrine, and new habits of 
thinking throughout the departmental struc- 
ture. But in the comparative leisure of peace- 
time, and utilizing the skill and experience 
of our staff and field commanders who 
brought us victory, we should start at once 
to achieve the most efficient instrument of 
national safety. 

Once a unified department has been estab- 
lished, other steps necessary to the formula- 
tion of a comprehensive national security pro- 
gram can be taken with greater ease. Much

more than a beginning has already been 
made in achieving consistent political and 
military policy through the establishment of 
the State-War-Navy Coordinating Committee. 
With respect to military research, I have ina 
previous message to the Congress proposed 
the establishment of a federal research 
agency, among whose responsibilities should 
be the promotion and coordination of funda- 
mental research pertaining to the defense 
and security of the Nation. The develop- 
ment of a coordinated, government-wide in- 
telligence system is in process. As the ad- 
visability of additional action to insure a 
broad and coordinated program of national 
security becomes clear, I shall make appro- 
priate recommendations or take the neces- 
sary action to that end. 

The American people have all been en- 
lightened and gratified by the free discus- 
sion which has taken place within the Serv- 
ices and before the committees of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives. The Con- 
gress, the people, and the President have 
benefited from a clarification of the issues 
that could have been provided in no other 
way. But however strong the opposition that 





bas been expressed by some of our outstand- 
ing senior officers and civilians, I can assure 
the Congress that once unification has beep 
determined upon as the policy of this nation, 
there is no officer or civilian in any Service 
who will not contribute his utmost to make 
the unification a success. 

I make these recommendations in the fay 
realization that we are undertaking a task 
of greatest difficulty. But I am certain that 
when the task is accomplished, we shall have 
a military establishment far better adapted to 
earrying out its share of our national pro- 
gram for achieving peace and security.

Brooklyn’s War Effort 


The enterprise of the Brooklyn Lugle 
has furnished to the city where it is pub- 
lished, the story of the community war 
effort, which must have thrilled every 
resident as it has aroused pride through- 
out the country. Here are the facts as 
summarized by Mr. Frank D. Schroth, 
publisher of the newspaper. Brooklyn 
was the headquarters of the largest port 
of embarkation in the world, from which 
sailed half our Armies overseas and a 
third of their supplies; its navy yard 
built the largest and mightiest battle 
ships and aircraft carriers known, in- 
cluding the Missouri, the Iowa and the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt; it was the site 
of some of the largest training centers 
and supplied the largest number of Army 
and Navy fighting men that ever rallied 
to the colors from any single comparable 
community at any time in history—326,- 
000; its industry contributed to the mak- 
ing of everything that brought America 
final victory—everything from combat 
helmets to the atomic bomb; it had more 
volunteer women supporting the war on 
the home front and working for the men 
overseas than any comparable commun- 
ity; and with great satisfaction this sum- 
mary concludes with the statement that 
the city helped to win the war and to 
make America the most powerful country 
on earth. Especially gratifying to the 
people of Brooklyn must be the fact that 
the claims the ZHagle’s booklet presents 
are supported by official and other data 
in the various chapters telling of the 
war effort. It occurs to us that papers 
in other cities should follow the example 
of the Hagle and issue similar booklets 
so that, as Mr. Schroth states, the facts 
and the impressions of the war effort of 
their communities may be recorded be- 
fore memory becomes vague or are half 
forgotten.

Obituaries 


The death of Col. Porter Hartwell 
Adams in Boston on 5 December, after a 
prolonged illness, lost to the country an 
ardent supporter of National Defense, a 
pioneer in aeronautics, and an educator 
of front rank. 

Descendant of Presidents John Adams and 
John Quincy Adams, Colonel Adams was born 
at Andover, Mass., in 1894. He received his 
education in the city of his birth, at the 
University of Redlands, Calif., and as a spe- 
cial student in the first aeronautical engineer- 
ing course at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology from which he graduated in 1914. 
As an assistant at the M. I. T. laboratory, 
he worked on the wind tunnel. At the age 
of 19 he owned a plane, which he flew during 
a meet at Los Angeles in 1911. Cooperating 
with a former classmate, Donald Douglas, he 
planned what would have been the first world 
flight. The outbreak of World War I caused 
the plan to be discarded, but it is an inter- 
esting fact that when undertaken ten years 
later the route followed was pratically that 
Messrs. Adams and Douglas had proposed. He 
enlisted in the Navy in 1917, and was dis- 
charged as a Lieutenant Commander. He be- 
came Chairman of the first Aviation Commit- 
tee of the Massachusetts Department of the 
American Legion, Chairman of the Boston 
Municipal Airport, and President of the Na- 
tional Aeronautics Association, defeating the 
then Col. William (Billy) Mitchell, who was 
his opposing candidate. An aviation enthusi- 
ast, he backed Col. Charles A. Lindberg and 
Rear Adm. Richard B. Byrd on their trans- 
Atlantic flights. He maintained a laboratory 
at Thetford, Vt., where he conducted aero- 
dynamic studies. 

Blected President of Norwich University, 
he gathered around him a strong Board of 
Trustees, increased the efficiency of the Facul- 





ty and paved the groundwork for an expap. 
sion program that led to the erection of foy, 
new buildings and an increase in the number 
of students from 300 to 500, and, through the 
gift of, an endowment fund by Dr. George 
Lowell Cabot, established the Cabot Found. 
tion for the development of air transportation 
and regulation. His devotion to air develop. 
ment was combined with devotion to the 
training of our youth in good citizenship 
prepared to defend their country in time of 
need. He leaves a widow, Mrs. Susan Shorter 
Adams.

A shipmate of Admiral Dewey during 
the Spanish American War, Capt. Frank 
Kinsey Hill, 84, USN-Ret., died sudden. 
ly on 18 Dec. at his home in Washington, 
D. C. 

Captain Hill, who was born in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, taught Admirals Nimitz, Halsey and 
Yarnell at the Naval Academy, from which 
he, himself, was graduated in 1884. During 
his days at the academy he played on the first 
football team, and was one of the founders 
of the Navy Athletic Association.

available manpower to maintain indus- 
try and agriculture at levels that permit- 
ted them to produce the materials of war 
in volume undreamed of before in the his- 
tory of mankind. 

Selective Service System began opera- 
tion immediately after the Selective 
Training and Service Act became law on 
16 September 1940. During the peace- 
time years, adequate personnel to put the 
system in operation had been trained to 
meet the crisis when and if it came. 

At the time of Pear] Harbor, Selective 
Service had delivered for induction ap- 
proximately one million men. Imme- 
diately upon our entry into the war, the 
tempo of inductions was sharply stepped 
up, and by the end of 1942, more than 
four million men had been called for ser- 
vice through the 6448 Selective Service 
local boards, and inducted into the armed 


forces. 

An additional three and a quarter mil- 
lion were added during 1943, but, in 1944, 
when the tide of war had definitely 
turned in favor of the Allied Powers, the 
total inducted declined to slightly more 
than a million and a half. Only 525,000 
men were inducted through Selective Ser- 
vice in the first five months of 1945. 

Meanwhile, in cooperation with other 
agencies of the government, Selective Ser- 
vice gave close attention to the manpower 
problem on the home front. It received 
and studied millions of requests for the 
deferment in industry, agriculture and 
other essential activities. The great ma- 
jority of deferment cases were handled 
through the local boards, or at the State 
level. Many thousands of them, however, 
national level through 
Presidential appeals and were disposed 
of on merit. 

Selective Service does not presume to 
daim the credit for this magnificent 
achievement. Rather, the credit should 
go to all of the American people whose 
response to the call of the President at 
the beginning of war was unanimous and 
instantaneous, and whose unfailing in- 
dustry, sacrifice and patriotism remained 
steadfast throughout the years of the 
struggle. Their achievements will be an 
inspiration for generations to come. 

For the accomplishments of Selective 
Service in the fulfillment of its difficult 
mission, much credit is due the governors 
of the several States for their coopera- 
tion in setting up and supervising the op- 
eration of the necessary machinery with- 
in their respective jurisdictions. Nor can 
too much be said for the untiring and un- 
selfish devotion of the thousands of mem- 
bers of the 6443 local boards in communi- 
ties throughout the nation, and the many 
others — physicians, dentists, appeal 
board members, and others who, like the 
board members, served voluntarily and 
without compensation. The magnificent 
job they have done is worthy of the very 
highest commendation. 

The local boards were responsible for 
the selection of the men to be called for 
service. It was their duty to determine 
which man should be sent into the armed 
forces and which should be permitted to 
remain at home to carry on in an essen- 
tial job in a vital war industry. Such 
decisions were far from easy. 

Nevertheless, the boards met the issue 
squarely, tackling the problem without 
fear or favor. They steadfastly refused 
to be swayed by criticism or to yield to 





pressure from selfish groups. Their free- 
dom from major scandal, accusations or 
politics, and their efficiency in overcom- 
ing the complexities and conflicts of the 
manpower question, won them wide- 
spread acclaim. It was their unpleasant 
task to take the son of a neighbor and 
send him away to war, leaving still an- 
other at home in a good job. Because 
they have done a good job well, they still 
can go on living amicably among their 
neighbors, and it is fitting indeed that the 
Congress has voted a suitable medal to 
be awarded them for their service to their 
country. 


G. I. Bill Approved 

Liberalizing loan and eduational provi- 
sions, Congress on 19 December approved 
and sent to the White House a compro- 
mise version of the G. I. Bill of Rights de- 
signed to eliminate “red tape.” 

At the same time General Omar N. 
Bradley, Veterans’ Administrator, fore- 
cast sweeping legislative changes to liber- 
alize national service life insurance, and 
revealed that recommendations had al- 
ready been made to “streamline service 
insurance with additional features for 
normal peacetime needs.” 

The newly approved G. I. Bill differs 
from that originally introduced by Rep- 
resentative Rankin in that it removes the 
25-year age limit on veterans who may go 
to school under the bill, and raises the 
subsistence allowance of veterans going 
to school from $50 to $65 a month for 
single men and from $75 to $90 for ex- 
service men with dependents. 

Another departure from the original 
proposal eliminates the present require- 
ment that the Veterans Administration 
must approve G. I. loans before they can 
be guaranteed. For farm and home loans, 
however, it provides that a government 
appraiser must assure the Veterans Ad- 
ministration that the veteran is being 
charged a fair price. 

The new version also repeals the pro- 
vision to compel the Gévernment to de- 
duct benefits paid out under the G. I. 
bill from any general bonus that Con- 
gress might decide to vote for veterans. 

With respect to service men’s insurance, 
General Bradley said that the recom- 
mendations included lump-sum payménts, 
other optional settlements, beneficiaries 
not members of the holder’s family, 
and the reconversion to standard endow- 
ment policies. 

Present service life insurance sold at 
low rates to service personnel, provides 
for instalment payments upon death only, 
and to beneficiaries who are members of 
the holder’s immediate family. 

General Bradley said changes in these 
features might aid in cutting fhe already 
alarmingly high lapse rate. 








New Coast Guard Commandant 

The President has nominated Rear 
Adm. Joseph F. Farley, USCG, to be com- 
mandant of the United States Coast 
Guard for a term of four years, and to be 
an admiral in the USCG.

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Proxy Marriage

The Senate has confirmed the nomi-

ice. 
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Financial Digest 

A special three-judge Federal expedit- 
ing court in Philadelphia this week unan- 
imously approved the decision of Pull- 
man, Inc., to sell its sleeping-car subsid- 
iary, the Pullman Company, to a group 
of fifty-two railroads for $75,000,000. 

In a ten page ruling, hailing the car- 
riers as “the natural and obvious people 
to be in the sleeping-car business,” the 
court declared that its action did not im- 
ply disapproval of other bidders. The 
latter were Otis & Co., of Cleveland, a 
banking fitm; Glore, Forgan & Co. of 
Chicago, another banking house, and the 
Standard Steel Spring Company, Coro- 
apolis, Pa. 

Although the expediting court had not 
been expected to hand down its opinion 
with such alacrity the verdict came as 
no surprise to most of those who had sat 
through five days of testimony and oral 
argument, concluded recently. 

The Federal Reserve Board announced 
this week an increase of $698,000,000 in 
loans, a decrease of $448,000,000 in re- 
serve balances with Federal Reserve 
banks, and an increase of $803,000,000 in 
United States Government deposits. 

According to the Board, commercial, 
industrial and agricultural loans in- 
creased $96,000,000 in New York City, 
$22,000,000 in Chicago district, and $164,- 
000,000 at all reporting member banks. 
Loans to brokers and dealers for pur- 
chasing or carrying United States Gov- 
ernment obligations increased $275,000,- 
000 in New York City and $279,000,000 at 
all reporting member banks; other loans 
for the same purpose increased in all dis- 
tricts, and the total increase was $239,- 
000,000. 

Holding of Treasury bills declined 
$218,000,000 in New York City and $133,- 
000,000 at all reporting banks, and in- 
creased $44,000,000 in the Chicago dis- 
trict, and $41,000,000 in the San Fran- 
cisco district. 

Believed to be the first public offering 
of Mexican peso securities on the Amer- 
ican market the La Consolidada, the 
largest Mexican steel company has filed 
a registration statement with the Secur- 
ities and Exchange Commission for a pro- 
posed issue of 166,667 shares of new six 
per centeconvertible preferred stock, to 
be sold at $16 a share. 

Ownership of the company was ac- 
quired in 1942 by a group headed by 
Shields & Co. of New York City, invest- 
ment bankers, with Mexican participa- 
tion in ownership of common shares. 

Proceeds of the financing, estimated at 
about $2,500,000 will be used to cover part 
of a $3,000,000 construction program 
which will add a new rolling mill with 
annual minimum capacity of 136,000 net 
tons as well as a new rod mill. 
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Merchant Marine 


The United States Maritime Commis- 
sion has approved an agreement through 
which the Greater Portland Development 
Commission will acquire ownership of 
the “West Area” and the “Broadway 
Plate Yard” of the New England Ship- 
building Corporation at Portland, Maine. 
The sum paid for the area will be $224,- 
976.77, secured by a mortgage covering 
the property and improvements. 

Vice Adm. Emory S. Land, Chairman 
of the U. S. Maritime Commission and 
War Shipping Administrator, «is sched- 
uled to leave both those posts shortly 
after the first of the year. 

Sealed bids for the first war-built, gov- 
ernment-owned shipyard offered for sale 
or lease will be opened in the office of the 
Secretary of the U. S. Maritime Commis- 
sion, at noon, 3 Jan. Property offered is 
the St. Johns River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, Jacksonville, Florida, which in- 
cludes the yard, structures, improve- 
ments and equipment, ship construction 
materials and operating maintenance ma- 
terials, and supplies. 

The first 1946 group of surplus pleasure 
yachts to be offered at public sale has 
been announced by the War Shipping Ad- 
ministration. Competitive sealed bids will 


be opened 4 Jan. in Washington. The list- 


of vessels upon which bids are sought in- 
clude 8 motor sailers, 13 cruisers, one ex- 
press commuter, two party fishing, three 
houseboats, pilot boat, ketch, schooner 
and 15 other small vessels of various 
types. 

The Maritime Commission is offering 
10,000 new one-piece life-saving suits, 
made of a lightweight, rubberized non- 
buoyant fabric and complete with over- 
shoe boot, hood and gloves attached, at 
$15 each to individuals and at “liberal 
discounts” for dealers. 

A bill to liberalize the right of seaman 
to medical care and treatment at Public 
Health Service facilities has been intro- 
duced by Representative Richard Welch 
and referred to the House Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee. Under 
present regulations any seaman not more 
than 60 days removed from crew status 
is entitled to treatment at Marine Hos- 
pitals. Representative Welch’s bill would 
remove all time limitations for seamen 
who have not changed their occupations, 
but who are unable to work because of 
age or disability. 

The United States Government, accord- 
ing to reports, will seek to develop one 
single trade agreement, negotiated under 
the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Law, 
with fourteen leading trade nations at 
forthcoming sessions this spring. The 
sessions, it is understood, will be held as 
a preliminary to the ICC, now scheduled 
for late summer. 

Invitations have already been sent out 
to the following powers; Australia, Bra- 
zil, Belgium and Luxembourg, Canada, 
China, Czechoslovakia, France, Holland, 
India, New Zealand, the Union of South 
Africa, Soviet Russia, and the United 
Kingdom.

War Crimes 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

A recent issue of Time magazine re- 
ports that certain senior United States 
Army Officers doubt the justice of the ver- 
dict wherein German General Anton 
Dostler was sentenced to death in a war 
crimes trial in Rome for ordering the 
shooting of 15 American prisoners of war. 

The undersigned officer made the in- 
vestigation and collected evidence in the 
Dostler case, and attended every session 
of the trial. Unless the trial was inac- 
curately reported in the American press 
it is difficult to understand why there 
should be any doubt in anyone’s mind 
concerning the complete justice of the 
verdict. 

It should be noted that while an at- 
tempt was made to prove that Dostler 
acted under superior orders it is most 
doubtful that the military commission 
considered that such a defense was 
proved. Dostler claimed that he acted 
under orders from General Gustav Von 
Zangen his next higher commander. Von 
Vangen was present in court and testified 
that he did not give such orders, and had 
never heard of the incident until after 
the war ended in Europe and the shoot- 
ing of the Americans was under investi- 
gation. Other evidence tended to corrob- 
orate this. Dostler then claimed that he 
acted under an order of Hitler’s which 
directed the death penalty for sabotage 
and commando troops. A copy of the or- 
der was produced in court and identified 
by Dostler. The order actually directed 
that sabotage and commando troops 
should be annihilated “in combat or pur- 
suit.’ The victims of Dostler’s order 
were captured in uniform and held for 
two days before their death before Dost- 
ler’s firing squad; clearly they were not 
killed during “combat or pursuit,” and 
did not fall within the terms of Hitler’s 
order. 

Dostler, who ordered the Americans 
shot without any trial, was himself given 
a fair, public and impartial trial before 
a commission of capable senior American 
officers. Ile was represented by able 
counsel who in the best tradition of 
Anglo-American law demonstrated every 
fidelity to the man he represented. 

It was clear from the evidence that 
contrary to the well known rules of land 
warfare two American officers and 13 
American soldiers were captured in regu- 
lation uniform while in the performance 
of a legitimate military mission, and on 
direct orders from Dostler were put to 
death by a firing squad. It would be a 
most astonishing thing to learn that any 
American professional officers entertain 
any opinion other than that full and com- 
plete justice has been done.

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Pearl Harbor Inquiry 

(Continued from Page 555) 
the causes of Pearl Harbor have been 
bandied about for four years to permit 
any hurried disposal of them. The facts 
themselves are complex; the suspicions 
limitless and, in the case of those which 
are purely political, all but impossible to 
remove altogether or even to silence. It 
was, therefore, perfectly clear at the out- 
set that, quite apart from sober and earn- 
est purposes of inquiry, partisan zeal 
would eagerly seize this opportunity for 
prolonged oratory. Here are internation- 
ally known witnesses, historic events 
whose sequels affected every man woman 
and child in America, intensive covering 
by newspapers, radio, and movies! It was 
inevitable that there would be extensive 
additions to the considerable time which 
the legitimate questioning by counsel and 
committeemen would consume. 

Much of this week’s testimony was 
contributed by Admiral Richmond Kelly 
Turner (War Plans chief in 1941) and 
by Vice Admiral Theodore 8. Wilkinson 
(chief of Naval Intelligence at that time) 
and incidentally it developed an appreci- 
able difference of well-informed official 
opinion, lasting even to this day, about 
the division of responsibility which then 
existed as between those two offices 
particularly the responsibility for inform- 
ing the Pacific Fleet Commander. 

From Admiral Turner there also came 
expression of views, much stronger than 
hitherto heard at these hearings, about 
the justification (on the eve of Pearl 
Harbor) for expecting attack at that 
base. Navy views, both in Washington 
and Hawaii, he testified had been that 
this attack really was a 50-50 possibility, 
rather than a remote possibility far less 
to be expected than attacks at several 
places in the Orient. 

This has a close bearing on the main 
issue, in view of Admiral Turner’s further 
remarks. He recalls that in late Novem- 
ber he was impressed by the fact that 
Japanese ship-radio calls from the Jap- 
anese fleet’s old rendezvous had decreased 
noticeably, and the further all-important 
fact (as developments were to show) 
that, besides the Japanese vessels then 
known to be headed south, there was a 
considerable number whose whereabouts 
were unknown and which, presumably, 
were going somewhere else. He himself, 
and others, thought Hawaii a possible 
objective. Hawaii, it will be recalled how- 
ever, was not specified in the 27 Nov. 
warning. 

Admiral Turner remembered talking on 
Dec. 5 with his own staff, and then with 
Admiral Ingersoll and Admiral Stark on 
the question of whether at that time all 
had been done which should be done, and 
concluding that 27 Nov. “war warn- 
ing” of Admiral Stark to Admiral Kimmel 
and others was sufficient. This was expli- 
‘eitly a “war warning” and explicitly an 
instruction to Admiral Kimmel to execute 
a denfensive deployment. This operation, 
it was testified, would include a partial 
dispersal of the fleet, in that it would 
necessarily send out scouting elements. 
Admiral Turner assumed that such a de- 
ployment would include use of an aerial 
patrol and also a ship partrol to the 
north of Oahu, employing both surface 
and ship-borne aerial scouts and prepa- 
ration of larger vessels for offensive 
action, all this being understood as a 
normal! protection in such an emergency, 
not only for Hawaii but for the west coast. 

All this touches closely on the main 
points of the whole inquiry, for the com- 
mittee has demonstrated scores of times 
its particular interest in the question of 
exactly what information was given by 
Washington to Admiral Kimmel and Gen- 
eral Short, and what was withheld, and 
why ; also in the question of what was the 
normal expectation of the Oahu command- 
ers’ response to the warnings given them 
and the information shared with them. 
Testimony indicating different judgments 
on any of these circumstances, it is in- 
evitiable, is closely noted at the time and 
is bound to be referred to in later ques- 
tioning. 

There was special significance therefore 
in an admission that Admiral Turner 
(and inferentially Admiral Stark) had 
assumed that Admiral Kimmel! was him- 








self decrypting the intercepts of secret 
Japanes messages, and Admiral Hart in 
Manila likewise. So far as Admiral Kim- 
mel was concerned, this was not the ease, 
and if he was to get this informatidn it 
would have to reach him from Washing- 
ton; yet this serious lack, it now appears, 
was not known in 1941 to Washington 
officers, whose calculations were based; 
therefore, on a faulty assumption. Here 
patently is testimony which has a real 
bearing on that basic question of whether 
the Oahu command, either army or navy, 
on the eve of Dec. 7, 1941, was receiving 
as much information as it needed. 





Unification of the Services 


Discussing before the Senate Military 
Committee this week the subject of uni- 
fication of the Army and Navy, General 
Brehon Somervell, commanding general, 
Army Service Forces, confined himself to 
consideration of the advantages that he 
believes would accrue in the field of sup- 
ply and services by the merging of the 
Services under a single Defense Secre- 
tary. General Somervell expressed it as 
his conviction “that a Single Department 
of National Defense would result in 
economy of manpower, money, and of ma- 
teriel, and an increase in the speed and 
efficiency of operations.” 

“It is obvious,” he said, “that, when 
operations must be carried on at sea, in 
the air and on the ground, logistic plan- 
ning must be organized to provide the 
correlated requirements for the three 
combat forces and to integrate the means 
for getting them to the scene of action. 
... A single head can guide and direct 
such planning more efficiently than any 
type of committee action.” 

Criticizing competition in procure- 
ment, General Somervell stated that the 
better use of resources possible under a 
single head would have resulted, in the 
war, in supplying the needs of both ser- 
vices without crippling either, and criti- 
cal shortages would not have resulted, 
nor would the priorities system have com- 
plicated supplying the services. 

Agreeing that a unified command in the 
field is absolutely essential, Admiral 
Henry K. Hewitt, USN, opposing the 
merging of the services, suggested that 
the desired coordination and cooperation 
between the armed services can be se- 
cured by the “establishment of a National 
Security Council, composed of the Secre- 
taries of State, War, Navy, and Air (if 
a separate Air Department is set up), 
plus the Chairman of the National Se- 
curity Resources Board, and of a Na- 
tional Security Resources Board, com- 
posed of the same secretaries, plus the 
heads of Emergency Agencies or the 
heads of regular departments and agen- 
cies taking over the functions of the 
emergency agencies. The Departments of 
War and Navy in this organization are 
to retain their separate status as at pres- 
ent, and the Joint Chiefs of Staff are to 
function as a strategic planning and ex- 
ecutive agency under the National Se- 
curity Council.” 





Universal Military Training 

Continuing its hearings on compulsory 
military training the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee has had as witnesses on 
the subject, this week, various officers of 
the Navy, and representatives of the 
American Legion and the Reserve Of- 
ficers Association of the United Stars. 

Claiming that the only practicable way 
of maintaining the necessary reserve 
manpower for the Navy is by a program 
of universal military training, Vice Adm. 
Louis Denfeld, USN, Chief of the Bureau 
of Personnel, discussed the number of 
men who would be trained by the Navy, 
and the nature of the training. 

In addition to the desired 500,000 un- 
listed men for the peacetime Navy, Ad- 
miral Denfeld repeated the statement 
that an additional 1,300,000 wouk: be 
needed to bring the Navy to the war!ime 
strength necessary for manning the ves- 
sels to be retained in active, reserve. and 
inactive status, and to provide personnel 
for the Naval air arm, the shore stations, 
and the overseas bases required to sup- 
port the fleets. With the carrying out 
of the proposed plan, the Navy could ex- 
pand, according to Admiral Denfeld, in 
10 years to 1,800,000 immediately instead 
of losing the 18 months required for that 
expansion after Pearl Harbor. 

Capt. W. R. Terrell, USN, addressed 





his testimony to elaborating the training 
to be given during the four phases speci- 
fied by Admiral Denfeld. He added that 
the pay of trainees would approximate 
but not exceed the pay scale of enlisted 
men of the lowest grade in the Navy, 
with the same rights, benefits and priv- 
ileges as enlisted men of the same length 
of service. 

Presenting the plans of the Marine 
Corps, Lt. Col. T. B. Hughes, USMC, 
stated that the training would be carried 
out in 4 phases—Basic Infantry; Small 
Unit Infantry and Basic Specialist 'lrain- 
ing; Advanced Infantry and Advan ed 
Specialist Training; and Compiaed Unit 
Training. 

Rear Adm. EE, G. Allen, USN, Director 
of Budget and Reports, informed the 
committee that the estimated cost an- 
nually of carrying out the plan would be 
$207,985,403 for the Navy and $49,419,889 
for the Marine Corps—a total of $258,- 
085,192. 

Representing the American Legion, Na- 
tional Commander John Stelle made an 
opening statement in which he claimed 
that the Legion’s suggested plan, to take 
the place in part of the May bill, H.R. 
515, would keep “the United States strong 
enough to discharge its responsibilities 
to the United Nations Organization” and 
“so thoroughly democratic in nature and 
structure that it will prevent growth of 
a military caste in the United States.” 

Added approval to the plan for uni- 
versal military training was given by 
the testimony of Brig. Gen. E. A. Evans, 
Executive Secretary of the Reserve Of- 
ficers Association, represented by him, 
and by the testimony of Maj. Gen. Milton 
A. Reckord, representing the National 
Guard.

In emphasizing the wisdom of the 
establishing of the Army and Navy Staff 
College and the proven value of its fune- 
tions, Admiral Nimitz said: “I have been 
a satisfied user and the greatest employer 
of the products of the College.” 

The College will be in recess until the 
Fall of 1946 when it will resume its ses- 
sions under an expanded plan to be 
worked out in the meantime. For this 
purpose a Board, composed of specialists 
from the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps 
will convene on 4 Jan. for the purpose of 
studying and revising joint doctrines and 
to prepare additional joint doctrines that 
the war has indicated as being needed. 
To effect this, the records and facilities 
of the College will be screened under the 
guidance of the Staff. It is claimed that 
the College has the greatest collection of 
documents on joint activities to be found 
in the files of the military services of the 
united nations, and these will be avail- 
able for research and analysis. 

It is understood that the retiring com- 
mandant of the College, Lt. Gen. John 
L. De Witt, will revert to the retired list 
early in 1946 after completion of a spe- 
cial mission for the Chief of Staff of the 
Army. 

The new assignment of the retiring 
Deputy Commandant, Rear Adm. 
Edward J. Foy, has yet to be disclosed. 





Navy Involuntary Retirement 

The Hose has this week passed in al 
amended form, S. 1405, the bill that au- 
thorizes the President to retire certain 
Mficers 6f the Regular Navy au : Marine 
Corps on the recommendation of boards 
appointed by the Secretary of the Navy. 
Provided, also, is the retirement of all 
officers at age 62, excepting a possible ten 
to be retained with the approval of the 
President.
